4ny application hereafter filed involving the use of any materials to 
construct or to chan.-e the transmitting facilities of any class of station 
set forth under recommendation (2) will be considered defective and. returned 
to the applicant unless it is accomosnied by a verified statement showing all 
the facts and circumstances which the an~licant believes to demonstrate that 
the facilities to he constructed or changed will serve either (1) an essential 
military need, or (2).a vital nublic need which cannot otherwise. be met. 


In the case of any annlication now vending 2/ before the Commission, or 
postmarked prior to the date hereof, a verified statement need not be submitted 
unless the Commission specifically reauests such statement. Failure to file 
the required stat ement within the time designated by the Commission shall be 
deemed an abandonment of the pending armnlication and such apvlication will be 
retired to the closed files of the Commission and dismissed without nrejudice, 


In the event that the Commission is unerle to determine thet the pronosed 
facilities will serve either an essential military need or a vital public need 
which cannot otherwise be met, the ennlication will be designated for ios
